I London, June 6.—The admiralty last night issued a statement saying there was the strongeM 
ground for the belief that the British navy in the battle with the Oermans off Jutland last Wednesday 
laeconated for a total of IS Oerman men-^-war, and that there was nothing, to add or to snbtraot frea 
the original aUnonnoement of the BriUsh loiees. 

The statement gave'the Oerman loesee as two battleships, two bsttle-cmissrs, four light emisers^ 
nine torpedo boat destroyers and a snbmarina. 

Tha pessimism which prevailed as a result of the admiralty's original statsment of losses, which now 
is considered to have been needleMly candid and conservative in nader-eet im at in g the extent of tha Qer- 
man loates as eompared with those of Creat Britain, has been greatly lessened by tha latest statamawt ' 

A dispateh from Oopanhagen says rumors ara enirant in Hum- 
bnrg that two additional Oerman warships besides those annonnoed 
in the Oerman eommnnieatloB—^the battleih4> Westfalen and tha 
battla-cmiaer Lntiow—^wsra sunk in the battle (A wirelsM dispatch 
raoaivsd hare on Saturday from Berlin said the Oerman admiralty 
bad admitted the loM of tha Westfalen.) 

The statement issned by il>s admiralty last night deolaras that 
the Oerman loaiaa in the fight were not only relatively, bat a^lntriy 
greater than those of the British.
